DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yoo 
et al. (US. 5,605,853) in view of Mehta (US. 5,679,559) 

In regards to claims 1, 5, and 9, in fig. 7, Yoo et al. discloses a common 
substrate 10; 

an SRAM device 50 implemented on the common substrate and isolated by 
LOCOS isolation technique 12; and 

a flash EPROM device 70 implemented on the common substrate 10 and 
isolated by LOCOS isolation technique 12. 

Yoo et al., however, does not expressly disclose a second isolation technique 
such as STI to isolate the devices. Mehta, in fig. 18, teaches a first and second isolation 
techniques 242, 240 to separate the devices on the same substrate in order to scale the 
minimum spacing between regions, please see col. 6, last paragraph. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to use STI isolation technique as taught by Mehta in Yoo et 
al. substrate in order to scale the minimum spacing between regions. 
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In regards to claims 2-3 and 7-8, Mehta discloses the first technique is the STI 
technique and the second isolation technique is LOCOS isolation, as discussed in claim 
1 above. 

In regards to claims 4, 6, and 10, Yoo et al. discloses SRAM coupled EPROM for 
transmitting signals, see fig. 7.
